cents and  children  during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year, 
when  whooping  cough  was  prevalent  in  mild  form  amongst  the 
child  population.  The  arrival  of  a fresh  consignment  of 
evacuees  in  September  led  to  the  onset  of  an  epidemic  of 
true  measles,  which,  fortunately,  proved  mild  in  type,  but 
spread  very  rapidly  through  the  child  population  and 
"tacked  several  unprotected  adults,  some  of  them  over  sixty 
of  age.  './hooping  cough  smouldered  concurrently  and 
r 'fed  in  frequency  as  measles  declined,  and  it  is  still 
us.  .either  disease  gave  rise  to  anxiety,  though

'livers  and  Streams. 

The  portions  for  which  the  Council  are  responsible 
t-  been  attended  to  at  the  appointed  times,  and  no  com— 
laints  have  been  received.  It  is  observed  that  a con- 
- Table  quantity  of  rubbish,  waste  from  gardens,  old 
tins,  etc.,  is  constantly  thrown  into  the  rivers  and 
streams  and  not  only- fouls  the  water,  by  decomposition,  but 
nude  appreciably  to  the  time  and  cost  of  clearing. 

hcuso  hefuse  Collection . 

Owing  to  the  increase  in  the  population  by  the  influx 
oi  official  and  unofficial  evacuees,  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  the  number 'of  collections  to  be  made  by  the 
louse  refuse  men,  but  the  refuse  bulk  has  not  greatly  in- 
. . . ised,  owing  to  the  salvaging  of  waste  paper,  etc.  It 
is  noticeable  that  a considerable.-  quantity  of  waste  paper 
still  appears  in  the  house  refuse  "bins  each  week. 

It  is  appreciated  that  a portion  of  this  may  possibly 
have  been  dirty  before  depositing,  but  probably  a consid- 
erable quantity  of  this  could  be  saved  by  a little  careful 
consideration.  In  any  case,  I suggest  that  the  house- 
holders be  asked  "especially  during  the  winter  months”  to 
avoid  using  clean  paper  as  far  as  possible  for  lighting 
fires,  and  if  necessary,  to  use  only  dirty  paper,  which

S olvage. 


A scheme  has  "been  started,  for  the  salvage  of  paper, 
rags,  metals ; etc.,  for  use  in  the  malting  of  war  weapons. 

It  is  hoped  that  every  householder  will  share  in  the  desire 
ry thing  whic  v/ill  he  of  use  for  this  purpose 
and  hand  over  to  the  collectors.  Bones  and  tins  may  he 
saved  and  will  he  collected.  It  is  hoped  that  the  hones 
will  he  hailed  or  slightly  halted,  and  the  tins  will  he 
cleaned  before  depositing  for  collection. 

hi: chen  Swill . 

A scheme  is  under  consideration  for  the  collection  of 
all  kitchen  waste  which  v/ill  he  of  value  for  pig  food.  When 
this  is  in  operation,  it  is  hoped  that  householders  v/ill 
assist  hy  putting  into  the  receptacle  to  he  provided  by  the 
Council  all  waste  foodstuffs,  hut  avoid  putting  into  it 
anything  which  is  likely  to  harm  the  pigs. 

Schools . 

Sanitary  conveniences  have  been  periodically  inspected. 
Additional  conveniences  have  been  built  and  others 
reconstructed  in  one  school.  Preparation  for  reconstruction 
has  been  arranged  in  another  school.

Effective  measures  were  taken  under  the  direction  of 
:r_3  .'.tar  Agricultural  Committee  of  the  County  Council  in 
connection  with  the  national  monthly  drive,  and  the  reports 
indicate  that  the  Drive  proved  a.  success  and  should  be 
regularly  repeated.

Meat. 


Cattle  are  now  slaughtered  at  Weston  and  carcases 
are  brought  to  the  Clevedon  Abattoir  for  distribution 
to  the  butchers.  The  meat  has  been  generally  good.  Three 
cases  of  unsound  meat  have  been  inspected,  certificates 
issued  and  allowances  made  to  the  local  butchers.  At  the 
request  of  the  Pood  Officer,  three  portions  of  rationed 
supplies  at  grocers’  premises  have  been  inspected  and  cert- 
ificates issued  for  immediate  sale  to  avoid  decomposition. 

Disinfection  and  Fumigation,  etc . 

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  in  twenty  cases, 
fumigation  in  thirteen  cases,  disinfestation  in  four  cases. 

The  bathing  boxes  at  the  Marine  Lake,  the  Public 
Sanitary  Conveniences,  have  been  regularly  disinfected. 

At  the  request  of  the  Evacuation  Officer,  some  premises 
requisitioned  for'  Evacuation"  purposes”  have  been  visited 
and  reports  made  on  the  conditions. 

Sewers,  ere. 

The  sewers  have  been  periodically  inspected,  the  low 
level  sewer  and  sumps  dragged  and  cleared  of  obstruction 
and  the  gullies  periodically  cleaned  out. 

C-as  Examination. 

Twenty-four  tests  have  been  made  for  purity,  calorific 
value  and  water  pressure,  and  copies  of  the  reports  sent  to 
the  Board  of  Trade,  the  Clevedon  & Yatton  Gas  Company  and 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

The  results  were  as  follows:  -
